A BILL for an Act to provide an appropriation to the state board of higher education for the
higher education challenge matching grant program; to create and enact paragraph 3 of
subdivision b of subsection 1 of section 15-10-48 and paragraph 3 of subdivision b of
subsection 1 of section 15-10-49 of the North Dakota Century Code, relating to institution
eligibility for a matching grant for the advancement of academics; and to amend and reenact
subdivision c of subsection 1 of section 15-10-48 and subdivision c of subsection 1 of section
15-10-49 of the North Dakota Century Code, relating to matching grants for the advancement of

academics.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF NORTH DAKOTA:

SECTION 1. APPROPRIATION. There is appropriated out of any moneys in the general
fund in the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of $20,000,000, or so much of
the sum as may be necessary, to the state board of higher education for the purpose of
awarding matching grants for the advancement of academics at institutions under the control of
the board, for the biennium beginning July 1, 2021, and ending June 30, 2023. The funding
provided in this section is considered a one-time funding item.

SECTION 2. Paragraph 3 of subdivision b of subsection 1 of section 15-10-48 of the North
Dakota Century Code is created and enacted as follows:

(3) The institution is not sponsoring, partnering with, applying for grants with, or

providing a grant subaward to any person or organization that performs, or

promotes the performance of, an abortion unless the abortion is necessary

to prevent the death of the woman, and not participating or sponsoring any

program producing, distributing, publishing, disseminating. endorsing, or

approving materials of any type or from any organization. that between
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normal childbirth and abortion, do not give preference, encouragement, and

support to normal childbirth.
